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The MOTIVES, &c. 


HE Kingdom has enjoyed ſo uncom- 

| mon a Tranquillity under the preſent 

| Adminiſtration, that the evil Spirits of 

| Diſcontent, Diviſion, and Oppoſition, 

ſeemed to have been ſunk into a Lethargy, or 
totally to have abandoned this Iſland. 

But it is plain, that the Enemies of our Con- 
ſtitution have of late been hard at work, to re- 
vive their old Tricks of playing off one Part of 

the People againſt another; the only Way they 
ever can hope to carry on any of their Schemes, 
againſt this Kingdom and Government. 

They rejoice in it as a moſt happy Event, that 
the Act, relating to the Naturalization of Jes, 
was made at a Time, when the general Election 
is to follow ſo ſoon, that they are in a right Sea- 
ſon to ſow the Seeds of Diviſion, and keep up 
the Cry againſt that Act, till the Election comes 
on; in hopes, then to reap a plentiful Harveſt; 
with this lucky Circumſtance, that there will be 
no Time for Experience to prove the good or ill 
Effects of it. 

To obſerve the exceſſive Clamour, which has 
run through the Nation againſt this Act, what is 
there ever ſo abſurd, which a Foreigner would 
not be apt to aſk: As, Whether the Legiſlature 
has not made a Law, to invite the Fews to ac- 


cept of the higheſt Preferments in the Church, 
B and 
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and the greateſt Offices in the State ? Whether 
this Act will not aboliſh Chriſtianity here, and 
eſtabliſh Judaiſm; and oblige the Nobility, and 
all other landed Men in the Kingdom, to ſell their 
Eſtates to eros, as faſt as they ſhall think fit to 


bid for them ?—Nothing can equal the Abſur- 


dity of theſe Queſtions; and yet, if the Appre- 
henſions of Men were proportioned to the pre- 
ſent Ferment, and Outcry againft this Act, they 
would naturally come from any Stranger what- 
ever. 

In Queen 4's Reign, The Church is iu 
Danger was the Cry, raiſed by thoſe good 
Friends of our Church, the Papiſts and Jaco- 
bites, to ſet the People together by the Ears; 
and now, they have with the ſame Catholick Vi- 
gilance for the Safety of the State, as well as the 


Church, faſtened upon a ſingle Word in this un- 


fortunate Act, which they expect to uſe with 
more Succeſs, and to do more Miſchief with, for 
the Good of the Nation, than ever was done by 
the /amous Phraſe above mentioned. 

They know, that the Monoſyllable Jew has 
ſome Ideas attending it, in the Minds. of Chriſti- 
ans, not very tavourable to that People. Hence, 
upon the pailing of this Act, theſe precious Spi- 
rits happily ſaw, that they could with eaſe work 
up that inbred Prejudice to a Frenzy, and make 
thoſe believe, who will not be at the Pains to 
think for themſeives, (which by the way make 
up a great Part of the good People of England) 
that St. Peter's MWeſtinſter, and St. Paul's Lon- 
don, are in Danger of being turned into Syna- 
SOguss. | 


There 
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There is ſo ſtrong a Spirit of Deluſion gone 
forth, that thouſands of his Majeſty's well-mean- 
ing Subjects Þave actually been made to believe, 
That this Act has naturalized all the Jes in the 
Kingdom, and will naturalize all the eus in the 
World, if they will come over here: That they 
will certainly buy up moſt of the Eſtates in this 
Country; and fill Benefices, as they become va- 
cant, with Prieſts of their own Religion: That 
| they will make their Way into Parliament, and 
then repeal the Teſt Act, and every Law that 
may ſtand in their Way to Offices, and Places, 
in Church and State: and, That they will draw 
all the Trade and Commerce out of our Mer- 
chants Hands into their own. 
One would think, that none but the Politi- 
cians of Moorfields could have their Heads filled 
with ſuch extravagant Furniture as this ; but 
cur Enemies have convinced us, that this Land 
abounds with Madmen, into whom they have 
infuſed theſe wild Notions, and comfort them- 
ſelves with the modeſt Hopes of gaining many, 
and wholeſome Advantages from them, to the 
great Perplexity of Government, and Confuſion 
of the Nation. To divide the Kingd gainſt 
itſelf is their Buſineſs, and ſo they compals this 
wiſe End, no matter how fooliſh the Means are. 
They are conſcious, that Reaſon and Truth are 
irreconcilable Enemies to all their Schemes, and 
therefore they are to work upon weak Minds, 
with monſtrous Nonſenſe and Contradiction. It 
is certain, that theſe Underminers have be- 
witched the ſagacious Vulgar with ſuch ſur- 
prizing Succeſs, that they as firmly believe, that 
Nonſenſe and Contradiction are Reaſon ang 


B 2 Truth, 
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Truth, and that the Few Act will unhinge the 
Conſtitution, as a Country-girl at a Puppet-ſhow 


does, that Punchinello is the very Man who 


ſpeaks what his Owner ſays behind the Curtain. 
But leſt the preſent ridiculous Noiſe ſhould 


beget a pernicious one, which might intoxicate 


and drown Mens Senſes, at a Time when they 
ought to have the cleareſt Uſe of their Reaſon ; 
I ſhall, for the good of my Country, and to un- 
deceive my Fellow-ſubje&ts, proceed to ſatisfy 
them, that theſe Underminers are meer Puppet- 
ſhow Men; and, that the Act no more threatens 
what they pretend it does, than that Punch 
ſpeaks what his Maſter ſays behind the Skreen. 

It would very much ſhorten my Work, to 
tranſcribe the Act here, and recommend it to the 


| ſober Peruſal, and rational and very mature Deli- 


beration of my deluded Country- men; and then, 
I might reaſonably hope, that I need not give 
myfelf any farther Trouble about it. But as this 
poor has had its Commentators, who have 


very much puzzled and wreſted the Text, to 


their own evil Purpoſes, (and indeed, the Bible 
itlelf has not eſcaped the like Fate) I am afraid, 
that if I ſhould but copy it out, it would ſtill 


labour under the vicious Interpretations of its 


unfaithful Commentators; which would by no 
means ſerve my Ends: In order therefore, to 
reſcue the Text from the falſe Gloſſes of theſe 
defigning Annotators, and to reſtore it to its true 
Senſe, and thoſe who have been miſled, to the 
Uſe of their Reaſon, and in conſequence the 


Quiet of their Minds; I ſhall conſider the Ack 


in two Particulars; namely, its Extent, and 


Conſequences,

In the firſt Place then, there is not a Few in 
England, or in the World, who is naturalized 
by this Act: For, it is an Act, not to natura- 
lize them, or any of them, but to permit them 
to be naturalized by Act of Parliament; ſo that 
no Jet whatever can be naturalized, without a 
future Act of Parliament. Now, as rich as 
Jecos are, it is but a very ſmall Number in 
Compariſon of the whole of them, who can go 
to that Expence: All the Jew-pedlars in the 
Kingdom, and upon the Face of the whole 
Earth, are out of this Queſtion, becauſe they 
cannot pay for obtaining an Act. So that it 
is evident, that the Objects of this Act are rich 
Jews only, and that it extends itſelf to no other. 

The Act was ſolely calculated to invite rich 
Jews to tranſport their Wealth from foreign 
Countries, and carry on their Merchandizing here: 
This, I fay, is the ſole and ſingle Point, which 
this Act does, or can poſſibly aim at. The rich 
Fews, who are already ſettled here, may em- 
brace the Opportunity of being naturalized ; but 
the Act was needleſs in reſpect of them, "lo 
muſt find their beſt Account in continuing their 
Dealings here, if this Act had never been thought 
of. 

Since then, this Act is 0 partial, as to favour 
none but the Rich, J muſt earneſtly intreat my 
Country- friends, not to knock the poor Jew- 
 pedlar on the Head, nor ſouſe him in a Horſe- 

Pond, for being an Engliſhman ; for tho he ſhall 
breath Engliſh Air to his Life's End, there is not 
the leaſt Danger, that he will ever come to be a 
Juſtice of Peace, or a Deputy-Lieutenant of a 


County. 
7 But 
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But, the dreadful Monſters which this Act is 
breeding, are wrapt up in Embryo in its Conſe- 
quences : And, theſe are to be conſidered, in re- 
lation to naturalized e; and, in regard to the 
Publick. 

If the Few carries all before him, it muſt be 
in the Church, in the State, and in Trade ; for 
theſe indeed are all. 

As to the Church; this very Act ſhuts the 
Doors full in his Face : For, if he had an Eſtate 
containing twenty Pariſhes, he 1s not only unable 
to fill any Vacancy with a Prieſt of his own Re- 
ligion, but he cannot preſent even a Proteſtant 
Clergyman ; for, the Act expreſsly diſables him 
from preſenting at all; and veſts the Right of 
Preſentation wholly in the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſe. 

And, I have one Thing to obſerve to my Fel- 
alans. which ought to be of ule, to ba- 
niſh their Fears of the Jews, on the Score of Re- 
ligion; namely, that under the Protection of the 
Government, the Jews keep open their Syna- 
gogues, and enjoy the free and peaceable Exer- 
ciſe of their Religion; and they may do ſo to 
Doomſday, before they will make a dozen Pro- 
ſelytes from the Chriſtian Faith. 

But, before I take a proſpect of the Jew in 
his future Glory in the State, I muſt beg my 
Reader's leave to ſtep aſide a little, to give vent 
to the Overflowings of my Heart, in Joy for the 
lively Spirit of Chriſtianity, which has ſo ſud- 
denly and remarkably ſtarted up, at the Alarm 
2 ven, that our Religion is in Danger from the 
Feics, We have ſo very little troubled ourſelves 
about Religion, fince the laſt Time the Church 
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was in Danger, which is above forty Years, thar 
I had for ſome Time thought, that Chriſtianity 
was not far from giving up the Ghoſt. There 
were ſeveral Symptoms, which increaſed my 

Fears, almoſt to Deſpair. It had received man; 
diſmal Bruiſes from Societies; the Preſs had 
wounded it in numberleſs Place - and the De- 
teſtable Bolzngbroke gave it a deep Stab after be 
vas dead, which ſeemed very dangerous, be- 
cauſe I obſerved, its greateſt Enemies looked on 
it with moſt Pleaſure, and celebrated the Per- 
formance. But, no ſooner was this Few Act 
made, than our Religion recovered, and we have 
convinced the World, that we are a Nation of 
Chriſtians, and not Fervs, and are like to be ſo, 
in ſpite of the malicious Aſperſions of our Ene- 
mies. 

On this very religious Occaſion, the fiery Zea- 
lots amongſt us have not ſpared their Invectives 
againſt our Biſhops in particular, for concurring 
in a Law, to favour thoſe of a different Religion. 
But to ſpeak Evil of Dignities, is with them a 
pious Enjoyment. This very Act is as a Wall of 
Adamant, to ſecure our Religion from TFerws, 
therefore all Danger of our Religion is utterly 
out of the Diſpute. Now, I muſt acquaint theſe 
High-Churchmen, (for I fear it would affront 
them, to call them Papiſts,) that, to wiſh ill to 
any, for being of a different Religion, is Popery, 
not Proteſtantiſm; it is a Diſpoſition towards the 
Spirit of Perſecution ; and, Perſecution is of the 
Religion of Rome; Moderation, of the Church 
of England. Had the Biſhops, meerly for be- 
ing of a different Religion, refuſed to favour 
thoſe who deierved it, in a femporal Concern, 


3 „ Man- 
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Mankind might juſtly have charged them with 
Want of Moderation, which infers a Breach of 
Chriſtian Charity ; but, their Concurrence in this 
Act is a freſh Proof, that Moderation is the diſ- 
tinguiſhing Characteriſtick of the Church of Ex- 
gland, and ſhines illuſtriouſly in the preſent Fa- 
thers of it. In agreeing to this Act, they have 
proved themſelves to be good Chriſtians; for, 
as they have Opportunity they do good to all Men, 
which muſt extend to thoſe of different Perſwa- 
fions ; and eſpecially to thoſe of the Houfhold of 
Faith; whom in this Inſtance I will hereafter 
prove to be our own Proteſtant Manufacturers 
and Artificers, if the Act operates at all. And, 
they have not only acted up to the ſacred Part of 
their Characters, but have ſhewn themſelves good 
Patriots, in joining in an Act, the main Deſign 
whereof is the Increaſe of Trade, the Enlarge- 
ment of Commerce, and the publick Good. 
And now, I return to my Subject, to ſee in 
the next Place, what Succeſs the naturalized 

ew is like to have in the State. And, here the 
Modeſty of our Underminers is very conſpicuous, 
in attempting to perſwade People, againſt the 
common Senſe of Mankind, that a 7e can be 
qualified to hold an Office under the Crown, or 
have a Seat in Parliament. 

For, in every Act of Parliament for naturaliz- 
ing a foreign Proteſtant, there is a Proviſo, ex- 
preſsly diſabling him from being of the Privy- 
Council, or a Member of either Houſe of Parlia- 
ment, and from holding any Office, either civil 
or military: And, he will be a bold Man, who 
Will affirm, that the Legiſlature will not lay the 


ſame Diſability on the Jew, in as expreſs Words 
in 


(9) 
in an Act for his Naturalization, as they do on 
the _ Proteftant. And it would be mon- 
ſtrous, if it were not ſo: For, the naturalized 
Proteſtant is by his Religion, which is the ſame 
with ours, much better qualified to hold a Place 
of Truſt under ae Lean than a Few can be, 
becauſe it enables him to comply with the Teſt 
Act; and yet for all this, the very Act which na- 
turalizes an alien Proteſtant, precludes him from 
any Office under the Crown : Much more ought 
the Act which naturalizes the 7e, to keep him 
off in his Turn, 
This Compariſon is an Argument 2 fortiori, to 
prove the Jew excluded from all Offices of Truſt; 
but is no Reaſon, that he is a bad Subject, or an 
unprofitable Member in a trading Nation. 

But, the great Bar which the Legiſlature has 
provided, to keep out all of different Religions 
from ours, from Offices of Truſt, is the Teſt Act; 
which therefore ſtands full in the Way of the 

ew. It requires the taking of the Sacrament, 
and the Oaths ; which Tews are by their Reli- 
gion incapable of: The Sacrament of the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt they have nothing to do with; 
and, unleſs this be taken, the Act admits none into 
Office under his Majeſty : So that before a Few 
can poſſibly hold any Place of Truſt, the Teſt Act 
mult be repealed, or elſe he muſt be excepted 
out of it, by a future Act of Parliament; which 
is abſurd ; for, it would crack one of the main Pil- 
lars, laid for the Safety of Government. „ 

After what I have ſaid on this Head, I would 
not have any Jew think that I exult over him, be- 
cauſe his Cafe is fo hard, that he can never expect 


to be Prime Minifter, or Lord High oo 
| C- 2 
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of Grelle Britain; or repine, becauſe Hebrew 


will not be the Language of the Par in our Days: 
The Laws are ſo, and there is no Help for it; 


but when Poſterity g get them into their hands, 
they may do with them, as they pleaſe. But, if 


People can be content with ſolid Happinets, to 
live and thrive under the Protection of a Britiſh 
Government, is the Way to have it : And this 
brings me to the third Particular, namely, 
Trade. 

Here, the Act may be of Adv antage to natu- 
raiized Jets; they will trade on the Tame F oot 
with natural-born Subjects, and may purchaſe 
Lands and Poſſeſſions here; when Chriſtians 
chuſe to ſell to them. Theſe Advantages they 
may have from the Act; and theſe arc the main 
and ultimate Benefits which can ariſe to them from 
it: This is their ze p/zs ultra; for, any intermed- 
dling cither in our Church, or under the Crown, 
is by the Laws ſecured, and kept ſacred from 


their Hands, as has been proved. But, as to an 
incidental Influences they may be fancied to have 
_— over the People, if Men will look 


nto the Diſpoſition of their own Hearts towards 
" wi they will find this a Contradiction, and 
provided againſt by the very Prejudices, which 
they themſelves, right or wrong, harbour in their 


Breaſts, and which grow up with every Genera- 


tion. This is an ill-natur'd Argument, but not 

a groundleſs one. I 
Now, becauſe naturaliz'd Jezes will have an 

Opportunity of buying Lands here, can any Man 


be weak or filly enough to imagine, that the 


landed-Gentry of this Kingdom will be forward 
to ſell them their Eſtates, for che Sake of their 
Com-

Company? — But, whenever an Eſtate happens to 
be for Sale, I can by no means think, that the 
eros will ever ſo totally engroſs all the Riches 
of the Nation, that there will not be a Chriſtian. 
Bidder, as well as a ew: But I do ſuſpect, that 
by the Help of this ſame thriving Prejudice 
againſt them, it may fairly be taken for granted, 
that when an Eſtate 1s to be fold, the Chriſtian 
Bidder will always be preferred to the Few ; at 
leaſt till the 7e out=-bids him. Some of them 
may perhaps lend Money to Spendthrifts, and get 
a Finger that Way into their Eſtates, which will 
facilitate their getting the whole: But ſtill, the 
Prodigal may pay off the Jew, and fell to the 
Chriſtian, if he pleaſes. : 
ut however; they may, it is true, buy Poſſeſ- 
ſions here, and leave off Trade too, when they 
think fit; but, as this Act invites them over, for 
the Sake of employing their Wealth in Trade and 
Commerce, (which is the Sphere the Jews move 
in round the World,) and not to fell them Lands; 
if they ſhould grow uſeleſs Subjects, and retire 
out of that Sphere, into great Eſtates, the Legiſla- 
ture ean eaſily turn their Eyes on them, and deal 
with them as they think proper. And, as to the 
Danger of the Proteſtant Religion from the In- 
creaſe of Jews Eſtates, it is juſt as likely, that 
Quakeriſm ſhould be the Religion of the Nation, 
if Quakers ſhould buy more Lands amongſt us, 
as that we ſhould profeſs Judaiſm for the like 
Reaſon. . ; 
With Regard to the Act itſelf, which has 
already done ſuch Miſchief in Mens Imaginations, 
both in Town and Country, if any Inconvenience 


ſhould upon Experience ariſe from it, which 
| C's * | ſoine- 
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ſometimes happens in the moſt ſalutary Laws, 
the Legiſlature may do by this, as they do by 
them; remedy the Evil without throwing away 
the Good, by king another Act to amend 
this. 
_ Now, having reckoned up the great and dan- 
gerous Conſequences of this Act, in Favour of 
naturalized es, it remains, that I take a View 
of thoſe, which may ariſe to the Publick. And, 
theſe I ſhall make bold to call Advantages, which 
the Act was ſolely calculated to produce; namely, 
ſuch an Increaſe of the Wealth, Trade, and Com- 
merce of this Kingdom, as may ariſe from the 
Riches and Fortunes of foreign Fews brought 
over, and employed here, be it more, or be it 
leſs. 
The Act was made, I ſay, for the publick Good, 
= not for the Sake of the Jeu, don't milloke 
For, if very many of them embrace this Oc- 
x I they will add to that which is the great 
Source of the Riches and Strength of this Na- 
tion, Trade; Numbers of our poor Manufacturers, 
who now are perhaps a Burthen to their Pariſhes, 
will be employed ; which will make them pro- 
fitable 7 of the Commonwealth; the 
Maſter-Artificer will thrive more, and be happier ; 
the Farmers will have their Produce more eaſily 
taken off their hands to Advantage; the Navi- 
gation will be proportionally increaſed ; and, add 
to theſe, that their Imports from other dies, 
in return for the Manufactures and Growth of 
this, will increaſe the publick Revenues, and will 
10 far help to leſſen the Tax upon the Subject. 
On the contrary; if but few foreign Jews re- 


move their Wealth here, the Conſequences of 
me 


-

the Act in relation to the Publick, will come to 
nothing. Fo "18000? 
The Jews are known to live, and hold Corre- 
ſpondences among one another, in all Parts 
of the World, where any Trade is carried on; 
and, as it is ſaid, in ſome Parts where none of 
our Engliſh Merchants trade ; but, be that as 
it will, their Correſpondences being ſettled, they 
will hold them wherever they are: If they never 
come here, they will keep them elſewhere; if they 
do, they will follow them here: This is a Proof, 
that they may be of uſe to enlarge our Trade. 
Can any Man then be faid to be a Lover of his 
Country ; or, can he deſerve the Good-will of his 
Fellow- Subjects; who clamours againſt an Act, 
which was made purely to promote Trade, and 
the Employment of thoſe in Trade ?—But they 
ſay, the Few will grow rich by it, and buy an 
Eſtate : A rare Objection this, in a Country 
which ſubſiſts by Trade! Theſe hot-brained Pa- 
triots had rather that Numbers of our Artificers 
and Manufacturers ſhould languiſh and ſtarve, 
than live upon Jews Money ; which laſt will be 
Fact, when they come here. | 
But, to ſet this Matter in a clear Light: Let 
us ſuppoſe, - that a Hundred Jeus ſhould re- 
move their Fortunes into England, and each Few 
ſhould, by employing his Wealth in Traffick, be a 
means of ſetting at work fifty of our Handicraft- 
men ; beſides exporting Quantities of the Produce 
of this Kingdom yearly : Can any Man be fooliſh 
enough, to doubt whether this would be a pub- 
lick Good? And ſuch will be the Caſe, n Pro- 
portion to the rich Fews which come over. But, 
if any of thoſe who are in a Rage with this Act, 


will 


E 

will ſay, he had rather that the five Thouſand Ar- 
tificers and their Families ſhould ſtarve, Tan that 
4 Hundred rich Jews ſhould grow richer by their 
Labour; and, that the Produce of the Land ſhould 
periſh, and the Farmers be impoveriſhed, rather 
than theſe Jews ſhould gain by exporting it; he 
will act ſuitably to his Principles, to ſupport the 
Outcry againſt it: If not, he muſt be aſhamed 
to have let his Reaſon be ſo groſsly abuſed, and 
will withdraw from the wnthinking Crowd, who 
are ſeduced into this ſenſeleſs Noiſe, to the In- 
jury of their Country. 

But, the Suppoſition may be laid home, to the 
perſonal Intereſt of thoſe, who find Fault with 
the Act, and then the Argument will work more 
ſtrongly; not that it is ſtronger in itſelf; but 
becauſe Self. love and Self. Intereſt are firſt Prin- 
ciples in Men. 

Suppoſe then, for inſtance, that a naturalized 
Few ſhould apply to a Tradeſman who is one of 
theſe, to get him { 1000 worth of certain Goods 
made for Exportation ; and to a Farmer, who is 
in the Cry, to ſell him Grain to that Value; and, 
that both the Tradeſman and Farmer could get 
very largely by the Sale of their Goods: The 
one would hardly ſay to the Jew, My Work- 
men ſhall all ſtand idle, and J will rather loſe. 
the extraordinary Gain I could make by the Sale 
of my Goods, than a Jew ſhall make any Ad- 
vantage by them; and the other, That his Corn 
ſhould rather periſh, than he would ſell it to a 
Jew: No, though they clamour againſt the 
Act which makes way for the Trade and Ad- 
vantage of others, (and perhaps themſelves too) 
the Tradeſman will himſelf let his Artificers at 
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work for the Je, and the Farmer will ſell him 
his Grain, though the Few ſhould. be enriched 
by it. Although they hate the circumciſed Few, 
they would readily ſhew their Regard to his an- 
circumciſed Gold. | 

Theſe Suppoſitions point at the very Eſſence 
of the Act in its Conſequences, and are incon- 
teſtable Proofs, that it is certainly good, as far as 
it goes; I fay, as far as it goes; but, how far 
that will be, Time. and Experience only can 
evince. 

Since then, the Increaſe of Trade is the very 
Scope and End of the Act; and, if it is to have 
any Conſequence, it is evident, that it can have 
no other than this; let any Man but compare 
the monſtrous Clamour witli the Pretence' of it, 
and he will preſently ſee, that our Popiſh Friends, 
ſeconded by that heterogeneous Kind of Pro- 
teſtants, called Jacobites, are thoſe who firſt filled 
the Horn with this important Clangor: The 
very Exceſs of the Noiſe proves itſelf a Sham ; ; 
but it is common with them, to ſhew a Moun- 
tain in labour of a Mouſe. And now the Vermin 
is come forth, T hope the Vapours of Terror 


Which intoxicated tlie Unwary, will diſperſe, 


and that their Eyes will be open enough to ſee it, 
that they may trample upon it. This will pre- 
vent thoſe pernicious Diſſenſions, that might 
follow at a Time which is not far diſtant, when 
no good Subject would with, that the Tranquil- 
lity of the Nation ſhould be diſturbed; which is 
the Thing our good Friends are driving at. 

There is nothing ſo factious, ſeditious, or ab- 
ſurd, which, when once publiſhed, has not its 
55 ollowers, and Abettors. If it were not ſo, _ 
| Wat 
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what Face could theſe Inſtruments of Miſchief, 
whom I have called Underminers, attempt to 
make any Man in England imagine, that after 
.fo long a Series of excellent Laws, of many 
Kinds, "and particularly in Trade, in many of its 
Ranches, which have been made through the 
Courſe of this Adminiſtratian, the Legiſlature 
could of a ſudden paſs an Act, to the apparent 
Danger of the i rants and Kingdom. What 
is there, that this Government has not done, to 
ſecure to the Subject all that he holds dear and 
valuable ? And, it has had ſignal Opportunities of 
exerting itſelf in our Protection: In renne 
Rebellion; in bringing to Juſtice the Invaders of 
their Country- s Peace; in making ſalutary Laws, 
for- the Prevention of Inſurrections for the fu- 
ture: And, let it he remembred, what the Heart 
of the People was, at that Time, when unli- 
mited Wealth was, with an implicit Confidence, 
engaged by Aſſociation, for ſupporting the Mea- 
ſures of bis Majeſty's Government. And ſhalla I 
Sett of Incendiaries have it in their Power to 
abuſe the Underſtanding of Men, fo as to make 
them believe, that the Legiſlature have lately 
made a Law to the Prejudice of the Kingdom? 
—-But theſe Gentry want to ſend over to France 
.or Rome for Laws for us. In ſhort, if Men are 
at this Day reſolved not to think themſelves ſe- 
cure, it will be impoffible to ſay, where the 
Diſcontents and Jealouſies of this People will 
end. 
The preſent Ferment, which nothin but the 
black Art could fo ſtrongly and artificial ly raiſe, 
like a Caſtle in the Air, without Foundation, 
makes me imagine, that our Enemies really be- 
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lieve, they have lived to the Hour, wherein 
they have been able to ſtupify the People of 
England ſo effectually, that it will open the way 
for great future Schemes. And, how can they 
think otherwiſe, ſince they Lows done ſuch 
Wonders with that dreadful Word, Few ?—We 
have known a Mutiny Bill ſtrongly oppoſed, but 
when it has been paſſed into a Law, its Oppo- 
ſers have acquieſced. But a Few is now, it 
ſeems, become more Terrible to the People, 
than a Standing Army. 

One very ſucceſsful Ingredient 1 in the Sophiſ- 
try made uſe of to inflame the People, is, that 
the Jews are the greateſt Enemies the Chriſtian 
Religion has: But, what Honours are paid to it 
by that Rabble of Denominations, with which 
this Kingdom at this Day abounds, and are a 
Diſgrace to any Chriſtian Country; as Arzans, 
Socinians, Deijſts, &c. beſides thoſe of no Reli- 
gion at all, who, if I miſtake not, make up as 
great a Number as any of them ; and to heighten 
the Jeſt, are deep in the religious Cry againſt the 
Jews, But I will tell you, who are greater Ene- 
mies to our Religion (which is the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion) than eus, if Arguments from Matters 
of Fact are concluſive; and theſe are the very 
Inſtruments who have had the chief Hand in 
ſetting this Cant gn Foot; that rendernbeanted 
Species of Chriſtians called Papiſts, with whoſe 
Plots, Conſpiracies, and Treaſons, to deſtroy 
dur Religious and Civil Conſtitution, Hiſtory is 
filled; beſides their conſcientious Biitcheries of 
our Proteſtant Brethren, only as often as they 
have had Opportunity. 

- Tf the. Papiſts themſelves, and their dear 
Friends, had not ſet this deep-concerted Cry a 
D going, 
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going, againſt the greaze/} Enemies of our Reli- 
gion, I ſhould have been alarmed, for what 
might befal that promiſing Branch of Trade, the 
Britiſh Herring Fiſhery ; for, as I have juſt 
proved the Papiſts to be the bittereſt Enemies of 
our Religion, if the Averſion ſhould run ſo high, 

as to have no Dealings in Temporals, with thoſe 
who abhor us in Spirituals, this Fiſhery, the 
Produce whereof is moſtly taken off in Popiſh 
Countries, would of courſe fall to the Ground. 

But the Cry is a meer Catholick Farce, and the 
Fiſhery is ſafe. 

Bur Religion, as has been proved, is totally 
out of the Queſtion; and is here, only a ſpeci- 
ous Word uſed for the worſt of Purpoſes, to ſtir 
up Diviſions among Proteſtants. The Queſtion 
to be aſked here is, Who are the worſt Subjects ? 
They certainly, who plot and conſpire to diſturb 
the Peace of Government, and to involve the 
People in Diſſenſions and Anarchy. This, it 
muſt be owned, the eus cannot be charged 
with; they are as quiet and peaceable Subjects, 
as any Sect in the Kingdom; they are never 
concerned in Plots againſt our Government; but, 
Papiſts are never out of them. | 

But, I muſt be cautious what I fay, leſt the 
= and Papiſts ſhould prove to be Friends ; 
or I hear, that in almoſt every Country-town 
in the Kingdom, the People are of late ſtrongly 

ſſeſſed with a Notion, that the Fes are in the 
Intereſt of the letender. and will be ready, if 
he ſhould make any future Attempt here, to pay 
his raggamuffin Army, and ſupply them with 
Bread gratis. Now, though I have undertaken 
to ſet the Act in a clear Light, I don't think my- 
{elf obliged to palliate the ill Principles of the 


 Fews, 
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Jets, in their Hatred of our Eſtabliſhment, and 
Wiſhes for its Subverſion. There is no way to 
come at the Intention of the Heart, but by the 
outward Action; and, the Fes have by their 
Actions proved themſelves great Enemies to the 
Government, not only on all Occaſions, but 
moſt remarkably at the moſt critical Junctures. 
For, they have been ready at all Times, to fur- 
niſn Money for the Exigencies of Government; 


and in particular, in the Year 1745, theſe deſign- 


ing Enemies freely engaged their Fortunes in the 
Aſſociations then entered into, for the Support 
of his Majeſty's Meaſures in Defence of our Li- 
berties, when Rebellion and Popery were mak- 


ing their Progreſs towards this City. And, when 


the Run upon the Bank was at that Tim ſuch, 
that People refuſed to take Bank-notes without a 
Diſcount, which almoſt ſtopped their Circula- 


tion ; fore of theſe ſame Enemies of ours, the 
Fews, did, with ſeveral other Gentlemen, enter 


into a dangerous Combination againſt the Credit 
of the Bank, to take their Notes at par, which 
preſently ſet them a running 

Since then, ſuch has been the Conduct of the 
Fews, meer Juſtice calls for Indulgence from 
that Community, whom they have ſhewn a faith- 
ful Temper to aſſiſt, and with whom they have 
co- operated for our Common Safety, in the worſt 
of Times. 

We know, that the Enemies of our Conſti- 
tution will allow no Merit to Thing, done 
for the Service of the Govern — Den they 
hate it, and of courſe they reſolve theſe Services 
of the Jeros into meer Self. intereſt: But, when 
they ſpeak out on this Point, we have the Plea- 


{ure to ſee them expoſe their Kidney, and the Al- 
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titude of their Heads at the ſame Time; in mak- 
ing that an Objection againſt Fews, which is the 
governing Principle of the whole human Race. 

Many, and notable, have the Works of the 
Preſs been, of all ſorts and ſizes, in Favour of 
Chriſtianity, Tumult, and Diſtraction, when the 
Elections come on; but there is one, which puts 
them all out of Countenance, and has more 
Wit, Humour, and Force of Reaſon in it, than 
all of them put together: And ſo it ought, for, 
more Execution is expected from it. If they 
pretend to Wit or Humour, ſhew me one of 
them, that can tickle the Fancy of the Wags of 
the Party, or cauſe ſo joyous a Contortion of the 
Muſcles of the Face, as this; if they ſet up for 
Argument, this is all ſelf-evident Principles, and 
carries conviction at Sight, without the Incum- 
brance of Premiſſes and Concluſion, or preca- 
rious Chains of Reaſoning. The Party aſſure 
you, 1t can diſtinguiſh a 2 from a Chriſtian at 
firſt View, without a word of Moſes, or Chriſt. 
In a word, it is an Iliad in a Nutſhel. It is not to 
be expected, that one Man can be the Author of ſo 
furprizing a Piece as this; all the Party muſt have 
elubb'd their Wits towards it. If it had a Name, 
I would give it my Reader, and make him happy; 
but the Work is ſo extraordinary, I don't won- 
der that the Authors cannot find out one adequate 
to it. Now, as I cannot do too much, to teſtify 
my Admiration of its Merit, I defign to ſtand 
Godfather inſtead of a better, and give 1 a Name; 
not a Jewiſh you may be ſure, "but a Chriſtian 
one, becauſe its Parents are Chriſtians. It has 
been deſcribed, a Liſt of the Members who voted 
for, and againſt the Few-6://; but I pronounce, 
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its true Chriſtian Name is, and ſhall be, A 
Scheme for Diſſenfions, Tumults, Madneſs, Con- 
fufion, Diſaffeftion, and Bloodſbed, at the ap- 
proaching general Election. And, whoever they 
be, that carry about this Firebrand, it will be- 
come every good Proteſtant Subject to diſcounte- 
nance, and ſhun them, for endeavouring to kin- 
dle a Flame in the Nation, and repreſenting 
thoſe Gentlemen, who are well known to be 
heartily united in Affection to our Conſtitution, 
to be of oppoſite Principles, for differing in Opi- 
nion upon a Subject which is trivial, in Com- 
pariſon of the . — which theſe Incen- 
diaries have made about it. 

In this extream Dearth of ſterling Wit amongſt 
us, the Dutch Kind has had an Opportunity of 
ſhining to great Advantage. This 1s a mecha- 
nick Sort of Wit, fold no where but in Print- 
ſhops. I hike the Wags that deal in it, becauſe 
they are always in good Humour ; but they have 
been unmercifully Merry upon the poor Jeuss. 
In one Print you ſee the City of London, and St. 
Paul's with its lofty Cupolo proportionally reared 
above it, with this Inſcription, The New Feru- 
falem. It is well this fatirical Warning was given 
in their jocoſe Manner, otherwiſe Maſſacre 
might have been the Word, to fave the City 
from being ſeized by the Jews. There are va- 
rious other Pieces, which exhibit Conceits equally 
Ingenious. But going the other Day up Lud- 
gate-Hill, I faw in this merry Company, one 
with a gloomy Aſpect; it had Mortality in its 
Look, and ſeemed to be done by one in Deſpair : 
It was not the Work of a Dutch Hand, but of 
one, I was told, who had gone melancholy-Mad, 
with ſtudying French Politicks, It was with 
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great Deſign and Ingenuity placed among the 


Dutch Droles, as Contraſts to ſet off each other; 


the Light no doubt to illuſtrate and recommend 
the Shade. The Party think this a well-timed 
Thing, It was a Print of the Monument of 
ames the ad, at the Scotch College in Paris; 
c dedicated to all true Lovers of the Royal Fa- 
* mily of the Stuarts. Whether this is trea- 
ſonable or not, I ſhall leave to my Superiors to 
judge ; but I muſt obſerve, that the Royalty of ' 
that Family has been laid in the Duſt theſe ſixty- 
five Years; and, whether any of the Family be on 
Terra Firma, or in Nubibus, I defy all the mi- 
racle-working Prieſts in Chriſtendom, nay, even 
thoſe Conjurors amongſt us, who have with 
ſuch wrathful Eloquence, proved the damnable 
State of the Few Act, to make out : But, I can 


tell them, what is become of their Cauſe; it died, 


and was buried with the Highlanders, and the 
other eminent Martyrs for the Church, in the 
laſt Rebellion. | 

Theſe politick Mortals, our Underminers, 
well knowing that the Word Religion (no mat- 
ter for the Thing) is the very Spirit which ani- 
mates, and gives Motion to their Schemes, have 
made a perfect Proteus of it, and ſhewn it in 


great Variety of Shapes, to help en their Work. 


It is their Sheet-anchor, without which their 
Deſigns muſt fink. They have lately dreſſed it 
up in Ribbons, with five Words worked on 
them, comprehending the very Pith of all that 
has been faid on their Side; namely, No eus:

: Upon the whole; the furious Clamour which 
has been raiſed againſt this Act concerning Jews, 
is in itſelf ſo unmeaning, that it deſerves no other 
Treatment, than that of Ridicule : But, as it has 
been ſet on foot, with a poiſonous Deſign to per- 
vert the Minds of Men, by its falſe and fooliſh 
Pretences ; ; to lay a Foundation for a Train of 
Evils, at a Time when Tranquillity is of the- 
greateſt Moment to the Nation; and, to make an 
unhappy Prejudice a Handle, to uſe thoſe ill, who 
do not deſervegt : It became neceſſary, to expoſe 
the perniciggs Purpoſes: of our ſecyet Enemies, 
in their Schemes to diyide the Kingdom againſt 
itſelf; to reſcue the Act from the ſtupid Contra- 
dictions! it is charged with, to ſet it in a juſt Light; 
and, to prove its Tendeney to Public Utility ; to 
recover: ,-who have been unwarily milla to 
join in a ſenſeleſs Qutcry,; to put others on their 
Guard againſt it; and, to give Inſtances of Fact, 
in the Memory of every one, that Jeus are good 
Subjects, and to be depended on; and are there- 
fore vort 2 of the Public Favour. 
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
